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OFFICERS FOR 1921
ELECTION OF OFFICERS AT THE
NEXT MEETING TO BE HELD

IN LOMITA, Jan 13, 1921

The Fourth District Chambers of 
Commerce held their last ninctlne; In 
Torrance, as guests of the latter's 
chamber of commerce. Thursday ev­ 
ening. President W. D. McQueen 
was present with his secretary ot 
the organization, G. A. Proctor, of 
Torrance. Regular routine business 
affairs were disposed of after wliicli 
nominations were made for next 
year's officers as follows: G. A 
Proctor, president; Assemblyman 
Frank Miriam of Lons Beach, first 
vice-president; C. P. Roberts of Lo­ 
mita, second vice-presldenj, and Geo. 
E. Preston, secretary-treasurer.

These candidates will be voted 
I'.pon at the next meeting which will 
b« held in Lomita, January 13 
1921.

Everyone present urged the re- 
nomination of Mr. McQueen for pros 
ident, but owing to the volume of 
work attached to his office as pres­ 
ident of the Long Beach chamber of 
commerce, with hundreds of com­ 
mittee meetings to attend every 
month, Mr. McQueen stated it was 
a physical Impossibility for him to 
accept further obligations. How­ 
ever, the retiring president made it 
pjaln that he was vitally interested 
la this organization's work and 
would keep closely In touch with its 
affairs and promised his support 
and co-operation of his chamber of 
commerce.

Mr. Proctor called attention to 
slippery condition on the pave- 
' i over Nigger Slough, and cited 

,.. .rnces of wrecks which have oc­ 
curred there when a heavy fog or 
light "aln visited that region. He 
stated that Supervisor McClellan 
had premised to cover this strip 
with a flne gravel, but after a lapse 
of tw« months 'nothing had been 
done. It developed during the dis­ 
cussion tli.-it this pavomenf had been, 
done by the Willlte company nearly 
eighteen months ago and that this 
class of pavement was an experi­ 
ment and had not yet been accept­ 
ed by the board of supervisors. The 
surface of this strip of road is an 
excellent one when dry. Is hard, 
and smooth and apaprently of last- 
Ing character, but the one bad fea­ 
ture is Its slippery condition when 
moistened. The matter was referr­ 
ed to a committee who will advise 
with our supervisor.

Desiring co-operation with road 
officials especially with the Fourth 
District 'Supervisor, it was regularly 
voted that the Fourth District 
Chambers of Commerce tender Sup­ 
ervisor McClellan an honorary mem­ 
bership, in order that he might (eel 
privileged to attend all meetlngf 
and act In an advisory way.

R. C: Baldwin of the Business 
Men's Association of the Long Beach 
chamber of commerce addressed the 
meeting and invited all the different 
chambers of commerce to attend i[i^ 
Industrial Exposition in Long Beach 
next month and gave full details of 
what Long Beach was doing in the 
way of advertising the affair, stat­ 
ing that every newspaper In the 
United States would carry notices of 
this festival.

The mid-winter aerial tournameni 
will be held in Long Beach on the 
26th, 26th and 27th of this month 
and some of the moat spectacular 
utr stunts will be given ever at­ 
tempted. Further announcements of 
this feat will be published next 
week.

CHRISTMAS,
the Day of 

Gladness

HRISTMAS, both in its ritual and in its sentiment, is almost 
as old as Humanity itself. As far back as you can go we 
find something very like the Yuletide 'festival a season 
of rejoicing, attended by a somewhat boisterously joyful 
celebration.

About Christmas there is nothing that even approxi­ 
mates sectarianism or any kind of mental or social nar­ 
rowness or littleness. Its spirit is as broad as humanity, 
and all men of whatever race, creed or geographical status, 
are invited to, and are entitled to, take part in its glad 
festivities.

Very pitiful ig the human being who, in the midst of 
the Christmas season, feels like flocking off by himself, like

another, "ALL HANDS AROUND 1" with nobody left out.

When we pause to think of the way in which the Christmas originated 
it becomes easy for us to understand why the season is everywhere mad* 
to be the occasion of deep rejoicing and multiform gladness.

Beyond a doubt the festival had its birth away up in the frozen North, 

in the region of the aurora borealis, where the battle between the cold 
and the heat, the darkness and the light, is the longest and the most ter­ 
rible; and it was quite natural that at the turn of the sun, when the light 
and warmth began to return, men should turn themselves loose in a sort 
of paroxysm of joy.    

And by degrees the festivities of the men of the far north worked their 
way southward; for even there the return of the sun meant life to men, 
meant the sunshine and heat without which the human race must perish.

The hyperboreans had their Christ, Baldur by name, Baldur the good, 
the gentle, the compassionate, who, taking pity on them, destroyed the 
Frost Giant and saved them from death. We cannot very well blame the 
hyperboreans if, at first, their religion was largely of a material type the 
worship of the sun, for Baldur waa no more than the sun idealized.

Christ not the petty Christ of the professional theologian, but the 
Christ of Humanity stands for OPTIMISM. All is well. Let not your 
hearts be troubled. Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof. In reality 
there is no evil, the thing we call "evil" being but good in the making. "I 

. am come that ye might have life, not death; confidence, not despair; glad­ 
ness, not weeping and wailing."

- Away with all grouchiness and greed, all doubt and despair I This is 

the season of love and good will, of hope and gladness. Joy is always and 
everywhere "orthodox" and in order.

If you are able to do so at no other time of the year, during the 
Christmas time resolve to have the full courage of your noble self, and to 
let your worthiest and bravest sentiment assert itself to the full.

Let joy be unconfined! Again be is said, "ALL IS WELL." The Sun 
is not going to be conquered by the Frost King; the anarchists are not 
going to overthrow the Constitution of the United States and the govern­ 
ment that was inaugurated by our venerated Washington; in spite of the 
little politicians who are ready to "give up to party what was meant for 
mankind," the ways and means of bettering the condition of mankind will 
surely be found; the life of men. and nations shall not have been in vain; 
and as for Old Death, who awaits us at the end of the little earthly way, 
for all that we to the contrary he may turn out to be our best friend.

Those who have crossed the north Atlantic in winter need not be 
reminded of the uplifting and joy-giving influence of the gulf stream. 
Those who have felt it can never forget it. Once fairly upon the mysterious 
"river of the sea," the chill and numbness of one's body and soul depart, 
the rigid muscles relax, the pent-up feelings let themselves loose in singing, 
and chat, and all-round sociability and enjoyment, and all the world seemi 
to be refashioned for the better.

" And such is Christmas, with its good will and good cheer, its brave 
confidence and spontaneous gladness. It is the gulf stream of life, warm­ 
ing us into the sentiment of a common humanity, with its unselfishness 
and i-omrailuship, and imparting to us all the glad sense of semvity and 
victory.

STAGE LINE OVER NEW ROAD

After being held up for two 
months waiting decision of the 
State Railroad Commission on their 
permit for permission to route their 
busses over the new Lomita Iload 
into San Pedro, the Redondo-San 
Pedro Stage line received the glad 
news Saturday that the permit had 
been iwarded. Restrictions, how­ 
ever, were placed on the permit 
which forbids them to pick up any 
passengers in Harbor City. The P. 
E. objected to having the stage 
Ifne in direct competition with thsir 
electric lines and it is presumed 
that pressure was brought to bear 
to eliminate all traffic after pass 
Ing Into Harbor City territory.

The one regrettable thing in con­ 
nection with this routing is thai 
the people of the south section of 
Harbor City will not bo allowed to 
use the stage lino unless they walk 
westward across the imaginary 
boundry, where the stage makes its 
last stop going to San Pedro. Mr. 
Peightal, manager. stated this 
morning that passenger traffic was 
gaining rapidly.
